EXOITING SKIFF CONTEST ON THE TYNE FOR 50 SOVS. 
Another of those aquatic matches, which continue to still further 
enhance the popularity of the river Tyne, took placo from the High 
Level Bridge to Scotswood on Saturday evening last. The opponents 
in this case were Thomas Simm, of Bill Quay, and Robert Chambers, 
of Wallsend, to pull best and best, for £25 a side, and certainly a fairer 
and better managed match has seldom been beheld in the North. It 
may be said that rivalry exists everywhere, aud we by all. means ad- 
miro that. sort of rivalry which brings together men whose sculling 
talents properly provoke the admiration and consternation of we 
Britishers, ‘Thero is a sort of magnetism about the words “ boat race.” 
On 'Tyneside the casual mention that such au event is about to take 
place, strangely enough causes the people to prick up their 
ears and enquire, ‘‘We's the race between, Mister?” But it may 
bo said that in the greater portion of such cases the public make them- 
selves fully acquainted with the details beforehand, and then, 
the eventful day, favourable or unfavourable, witnesses thousands of 
spectators who know how to cheer, jostle, and speculate during the 
time occupied in contesting the race. In this respect the I'hames is 
far behind the Tyne: no river in the world can compete with the 
latter, and we dare say the attendance on Saturday last almost doubled 
the muster of Londoners and provincials who paid Patney a visit on 
the occasion of the late champion contest. On account of seniority 
we first allude to Simm, who, during a course of many years, has pulled 
various races, and the only time that he was conquered was inskiffs 
with Thomas Winship, of Derwenthaugh, a few months back, Simm 
is ofa plucky nature, strongly formed, and of medium height, and to 
regain his position he entered into the present match, but it will be 
seen’that Bob Chambers, Chambers like we might say, Won somewhat 
easily. Chambers, who is no relation to the @x-champion, hails from 
Wallsend, more noted for coal than boatrowers ; he is a well formed 
young waterman of 25 summers, and beyond having acquitted himself 
moderately well in heavy craft, he has done nothing in skiffs, so 
for a first attempt he performed much superior to what the public ex- 
ected, He pulled about Ilst Ib. Mr. William Blakey, Adelaide 
lotel, was stakeholder, with whom the necessary sums were regularly 
posted. Simm was principally trained by George Strong, their quar- 
ters being at the Olasper Hotel, Sootswood-road, Chambers was in 
charge Ate Wakefield, who made the Dunlow Inn, Danston, 
theirrendezvous. Both mea were well-trained, The day of the race 
was suitable, and the muster of people along the whole route was im- 
mense. Foursteamers attended, respectively, Bon Accord, official boat, 
Authony Nichol, Perey, aud Rosamond, all of which were heavil 
freighted, the lattey steamer, in fact, was go uncomfortably crowded, 
that those on board positively saw nothing of the race. On board the 
Bon Accord, we noticed Mr. W. Blakey, Mr. T. Piokett, Mr W. 
Winter, Bob Ohambers, Harry Olasper, Mr. J. H. Clasper, Mr. J. 
Adams, Mr, J. A. Hair, Mr, Gallow, Mr. W. Murton, Mr. J. Perey, 
Mr..G, Wakefield, Mr, Jewitt, Teisdale Wilson, Mr. Wicham, aud a 
few dozen other patrons of the sport. The articles stipulated that the race 
be pulled one hour before high water ; however, to prevent the men 
pulling in the dusk, they wore ordered to be in their boats at 6 o'clock 
p-m., consequently a few minutes after that hour Simm pat off, being 
quickly followed by Ohambers from the Mansion House. I'he steamers 
simultaneously paddled over to the south side, and after a slight oanter 
the men took up thoir places under tha secoad arch for

Simm, who had won the toss, had the north side. 'The loss of sido 
affected Chambors’ chance but little—certainly the water was slightly 
jumpy, but the latter's craft was exceedingly well protected. Simm 
was wary at the mark, and it was evident from his shifty tactics that 
he meant to have the advantage, if possible. Chambers, ho wever, Was 
aware of the drift, and although Simm thrice consecutively essayed a 
start, the former cautiously waited for a favourable tura, when he put 
on a first-rate stroke, which made his beautiful little barquo dance 
again, but Simm did not follow. They once again became equal, and 
almost before the ou-Jlookers had time to ejaculate further sayings, 
such as “Til take 6 to4 Simm wins,” Chambers will pull it off in a 
walk,” &c., the start was made, and a very meritorious race 
was the result, From the first stroke up to a distance of 100 yards 
the men pulled with a determined will, neither had even afew inches 
the advantage, and the shouts set up by each man’s friends wero 
positively deafening, for the reason that it was expected that 
Ohambers would have gone ahead, but it proved otherwise, so a 
really splendid tussle until mid-way between the Mansion House and 
Davidson's Mill, when Ohambers, by a succession of powerful strokes, 
got his oraft’s nose in front, which eventually grew into rapid and ex-~ 
tensive proportions, and at the last-named point Simm had the worst 
of it by exactly half @ length. Chambers still kept up a series of effec- 
tive digs, which did him essential service, and about 30 yds east of the 
Skinner’s Burn the Wallsend man took the north side, with a clear 
four feet to boot, All this time Simm kept well at work; he pulled a 
clean oar, but his pith was evidently at fault in comparison; he 
however did his best, and it is a truism that the best can perform no 
better. Opposite to the Timber Yard, west of the Skinner's Burn, 
Simm almost brought himself toa stand still from the effect of teking a 
glance at his epponann which for the minute lost bima good yard 
more; it mattered little, however, as Chambers followed suit almost 
immediately after, and the scullers, therefore, continued the stroggie, 
Chambers still leading by one and a half lengths and rowing well 
3 tolon Chambers, The race afterwards, ic. past the Middens Grind- 
stone Quay, and up to the Shot Tower, was replete with excitement, 
On land the assembly of spectators was immense, who as they 
commenced a pedestrian excursion along the open position, cheered 
vehemently, added to which the counter cheera from those on board 
the steamers, made thescene in every respect a great one.

O'More, his mother, is stolen by an emissary of Van Derrick, a lawyer. 
and is dishonestly retained, Roger loves Ellen Garvie, daughter oi 
Farmer Garvie, who designs her for the lawyer, and prohibits the 
young man’s suit. Shaun Beg is Roger’s friend, and Andy Gough his 
enemy, and his rival with Ellen. Roger carries off Hilen to save her 
from marriage with the lawyer, but is arrested by the English soldiers 
for defraudiag the customs, and incaygerated in a guard-house, pre- 
sided over by Captain Cadwalder. ~ Shaun Bog gets himself ap- 
prehended by the soldiers, and being brought before the cap- 
tain, effects his own and his friend’s escape, Roger is now 
a fugitive, and Ellen, on her way to their last meeting, is 
molested by Andy, and saved from insult by Lord Rosg- 
town, an amateur artist, in search of the picturesque, who 
immediately becomss Roger's friend, and accompanies him to the 
‘*still housa.” Ellen and Peggy Goggin aro also there, and during a 
fight with the military Andy's tollowers carry off Ellen, and her Jover 
is injured while defending the lawyer from the *f boys.” The fourth 
act commences with Roger and Andy both prisoners in Castle Carrig, 
The faithful Shaun, from the depths below, throws up a file, a ropa, 
and a knife, as hoe thinks, to Roger, who is located in a room above 
that containing Andy and his friend, Ned Keegan. Roger reaches the 
lower room, and is being overpowered by his rival, when Shaun dashes 
in andonce more effects his liberation. Andy is wounded, and reaches 
his lair in the monataing, where he finds the lawyer and Ellen await- 
ing his pleasure. ‘he legal gentleman is plundered by Andy of the 
long lost will and certificate, after which he is thrown down a pre- 
cipioe as a spy. Andy is again about to insult the helploss Eilen, 
when Roger rushes in and struggles with his enemy for the papers. 
Andy finding himself beaten in this encounter, passes tho will to Shaun 
(who has crept in unperceived) in mistake for one of his own men, and 
then tries to escape. He is shot by the redconts, and falls over the 
rocks. ‘he general happiness is then immediately secured. The 
piece, though wordy and tedious in its extrome length, was well re- 
ceived, a consummation more attributable to the talent of the per- 
formers than to its own literary merits. 


HAYMARKET, 

Mr. Walter Montgomery’s swans are geeso after all. Ho has 
done all that a confident and enthusiastic natare could suggest, to 
bring the public to believe that ho is the first of living actora, that hia 
company defied criticism, and that the now plays he would introduce 
during his brief Haymarket careor would electrify the world; but 
birds wholly suited to the table do not look elegant on ornamental 
waters, and Mr. Moutgomery proves that heis in tho habit of describ- 
ing things as he wishes them to be, not as they really ave. From his 
preliminary announcement of “Fra Angelo,” tho new tragady, by Mr. 
W. O. Russell, produced at the Haymarket on Weduesdsy night, 
we were led to believe that a work of singular merit was in store for us, 
and that Mr. Montgomery had discovered that rara avis, a thoroughly 
gifted, rarely poetical, andentirely original Kuglish playright. Unhappily 
Mr. Montgomery had examined Mr. Russell's abilities through a mag- 
nifyivg glass, and, as a mattor of course, swelled the proportions ot a 
poor little goose into the stately dimensions of a veritable swan, “ Fra 
Angelo” is about the meanest, worst-intentioned play we ever saw, 
and in proof thereof we give the author's own outline of the plot, 
published in tho playbills :— : 

“The drama opens with an interview between the Duke de Ceretto 
and his son Lorenzo. The Duke, proud of a name venerable for its 
antiquity and renowned for its splendour, is anxious to see these 
honours perpetuated in his son; and thereforo disclosesto him this 
secret of his heart, at the same time commending to his notice, as one 
by birth and position eminently adapted for the furtherance of these 
views, Leonora, the only daughter of tho Marquis de Volgenzs, ‘This 
hint, however, is received with every token of dissent by Lorenzo, 
who, after poiuting out to his father the defects in tho character of 
Volgenza, declares himself to be already in love. 

“Fra Angelo, an elder brother of the Marquis, a hunchback, hag 
been debarred from enjoying the rights of his seniority by a capri- 
cious and strange Jaw of his ancestry, which forbids all offspring 

‘Deform'd, unfinish’d, sent before their time 

Into this breathing world, scarce half made up,’ 
from representing the house of Volgenza, unless an only child. In- 
furiated at the loss of his birthright, and maddened at the lasting hor- 
ror of his misfurtunes, he meditates endless crimes against mankind, 
that by wreaking his vengeance on those who aro innocent he may 
assuage the burning passions of his soul. The better to achieve his 
demoniacal purposes, he masks his feelings beneath a religious oop sea 
a character so well assumed that he is universally recognised aa a goo 
aud pious man, he is treated with all the icxpect due to virtue, and, in 
the spirit of the times, ho receives the pranomen of “ Fra,” by 
which title both to high and low he is generally known. 

“ Leonora, whose love for Lorenza, although unrequited, has grown 
with her growth and increased with her years, 18 acquainted by Fra 
Angolo of the desire expressed by the Duke of seeing her united to 
his;on; but he adds that Lorenzo has no love for her, that his affec- 
tion is entirely bestowed upon another, and subsequently proves to 
hor the truth of his story by showing her the spot where they meet.

But the 
agony of remorse overpowerng the determination of love, Leonora 
hurriedly writes to Lorenzo, acquaints him of the scheme aimed 
agaiust Marina’s life, and bids him haste to her rescue ere it be too 
late, Saved by tho timely entrance of her beloved, Marina watches 
with horror the dyi#g 4gontes of the wretch when the potion he has 
prepared for another he is compelled to swallow himself, Lhe Marquis 
impatiently waiting for the return of Fra Angelo, is terrified at the 
sudden entry of the Duke, Lorenzo, and Marina. Seeing that all ig

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ANGLING. 


By‘ PISOCATOR” (Late of the Sporting Gazette), 


* We hold communion with sweet nature's self 
In plying our dear craft.” 

In continuing afew practical observations to the young angler, I 
return again to the subject of baits, in the quality and quantity of which 
lies the great secret of the student's success. Paste scented with musk 
is much in request for carp, and aniseed, it is well known, attracts roach 
most effectually. I am acquainted with ®& Very clever fisherman 
who meets with very indifferent success invariably, when trying in the 
O se, unlass he has recourse to the latter indycemont to tickle the 
olfactories of the prey, or submit a luscious 
offering to his taste, as the case may be ; for 
great diversity of opinion exists as to whether 
fish possess the sense of smell at all. It may 
not be improbable that they find the water 
which is impregnated by scent more agree: 
able as they approach the bait, until at last 

erceiviog that the delicious flavour emanates 
from that source, they greedily take it—it is, 
very apparent, however, that worms just 
taken fiom afoul dung-heap are very killing, 
and «a friend who was fishing for tench with 
some s#bstracted from that compound, took 
over sixty fish from a pond; whilst a brother 
in the art, who was augling in the same swim, 
did not succeed in taking one, fishing with 
brandlings that had been some days in moss— 
perhaps the ammonia contained in the dung 
was the attraction in this instance. 

If a difference exists as to fish possessing 
the sense of smell, the hypothesis relative to 
them being capable of hearing is also Mint 
unsatisfactory, and open to grave doubt, It 
is woil-known that trout and other species 
may be observed lurking under banks, and 
will eubmit to an inspection without evincing 
alarm, but should you stamp upon their covert 
they will dart out and fly in all directions. 
This panic may, however, be caused by tho 
vibrtauon of the earth, and hence the sense of 
feeling is called into requisition, not that of 
hearing, Again, if you observe a fish in the 
middle of the river, with his nose down stream, 
and throw in a small pebble some distance up 
current, and where he has no chance of seeing 
it, he will instantly dart round and make for 
the spot in anticipation of finding something 
whereon to ratisly his hunger. It is an open 
queation whether he heard the substance fall 
into the water, or jell the motion of it, perhaps 
imparted to the fish in a mode bordering upon 
electricity, 

A common flower-pot with a cork to stop 
up the crifice at the bottom, is as good as any- 
thing to keep your worms in, when scouring ; 
for being porous it preserves them cooler than 
one of metals and L would recommend your 
live-bait kettle, instead of being japanned or 
of #® dark colour, to be painted Matly white ; 
for the same reason that is applicable to the 
garden pot, that it keeps them much cooler; 
itahould also be tolerably Jarge, and special 
care should be taken to change the water fre- 
quently, ad & precantion for keeping the baits 
fresh. ‘he fisherman should also ever be 
provided with split shots, large and small, 
spare hooks already tied on, a disgorger, bag 
containing moss for worms, afew float caps, 
and landing net, which latter article should 
be made of brown material to render it as un- 
obtrusive as possible to the fish, for frequently 
when he gees it extended towards him, he

giving him extraordinary power at such a moment, he oftimes succeeds 
in breaking the tackle when you are already congratulating yourself 
upon a successful catch. Your basket or bag should be sufficiently 
large to contain all your tackle, baits, &o., and also somo provisions, if 
you are going into a locality where such refreshments are unpro- 
curable, and if you add an extra pair of boots to your stock, possibly 
they may be found useful. Use invariably dark or grey habiliments, for 
fish are very shy, and distinguish easily light apparel. Always over- 


haul your kit previous to @ days’ fishing, and do not burden yourself 
with too much useless tackle, as it not only incommodes you, but does 
not look sportsmanlike. You may quickly find out the beat baits to 
use, and what the fish are feeding upon, by cutting one open, and 
investigating the contents of his stomach, and be careful to take ad- 
vantage of any shelter tho situation affords,’as, being naturally sus- 
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picious and timid, the enemy takes alarm at slight causes, and it is 
difficult to re-establish his confidence; but as it is alone necessary to 
retain a view of your float, you can readily stand some distance from 
the bank, Fish, if possible, with the sua to your back, and when 
making a cast do not allow your line to touch the water. A quick 
eye and active hand are alike indispensable, more especially when 
trying for roach, dace, gudgeon, aud such like fine feeding species. _ 

If you are punt fishing, a party of two will be quite sufficient; if 
there are more, not only are they in each others’ way, but the boat 
being low occasions a rush of water underneath, and at the sides, by 
no means desirable, and again, in leaning forward to strike, the ex- 
tra weight has a tendency to disturb the water and frighten the fish. 
This applies particularly to roach fishing. 

Although fishormen are yenerally au enthusiastic race, it is useless 
to rush heedlessly into danger, either by sit- 
ting upon damp grass, or by remaining out in 
rough weather without sufficient protection. 
Should the aspirant make a practice of 80 
neglecting necessary precautions, he will 
most assuredly secure, if not his fish, at least 
that complaint to which all fishermen’s flesh is 
heir to—viz., rheumatism. 

Preserve unrufiled your equanimity, and, 
after losing a good fish, instead of giving way 
to pardonable ill temper, calmly prepare to re- 
place the lost tackle in a sportsmanlike 
manner, and always keep in your kit some 
fine silk, cobbler’s wax, and bee’s wax, and 
india-rubber, to strengthen the gut, if re- 
quisite. 

A civil and obliging demeanour ig ever the 
best, especially with young fishermen, Avoid 
undue interference with any other piscator 
you may chance to come across in your ex- 
cursions, nor bo too ready to criticise his 
tackle and mode of performing upon the finny 
tribe. As a body, anglers are proverbially 
courteous and obliging, ever willing to afford 
assistance or instruction to the tyro seeking 
the one or desirous of the latter. It is,in 
fact, an amiable and friendly occupation al- 
together, 

I trust that the reader may learn a little 
from the brief hints I have given in the last 
two articles, and I meditate shortly giving some 
information upon the various stations upon 
the Thames, where he may reduce these 
theories to practice, touching upon the fish 
which are to be found at each, and the best 
mode to adopt in taking them.
